Regarding claims 1 and 7, the prior art of record has failed to teach, both individually and 
in combination, and together with all additional claimed features, receiving, at the pipeline 
advance logic, a delayed version of the fetch complete signal, and advancing the fetch address 
through the fetch engine and the emulation engine based on the delayed version of the fetch 
complete signal.
